“ Undersexed and overpriced”

“ This prudish attitude toward 
good, clean sex. and boosting 
the admission price from $2 to 
$2.50 is killing the fair,” said 
Robert Nelson, manager of the 
“ Dancing Waters” show in the 
amusement area. 
Even the international exhibi­ 
tors, who for the most part don’t 
have to depend on sales and in­ 
dividual 
gate 
receipts, 
have 
complained about the admission 
boost 
So far. fair President Robert 
Mobert Moses has stood firm in 
his determination to keep the 
admissions at $2.50 throughout 
the day and evening and ban 
strip shows. 
Nelson had planned to stage a 
“ teaseless strip tease” by danc­ 
er Sherry Britton in an effort to 
attract more patrons to his e.s- 
tahlishment 
Fair 
officials 
rejected 
the

A spokesman lor the Hnlel 
Association of New York City 
had another dire report. 
He said advance hotel reserv­ 
ations are running about 50 per 
cent behind last year for out-of- 
town fair patrons.

court setback when the city was 
given approval to inspect the 
corporation's books. 
The city comptroller contends 
the lair borrowed $24 million to

Although the major industrial 
exhibitors and such attractions 
as the U S. Pavilion, the Vati­ 
can Pavilion and the Sir Win­
